A CAPITAL LECTURE, 


| Advanced Methods of Education. 

The lecture of G. F. Howgrd, Esq., on this 
topic, on Monday evening, attracted a very .

At- 
tention was called to the defects of the old 
system, in which men graduated with a. 
knowledge of such Jatin and mathematics, | 
and were ignorant of the objects immed:- | 
ately surrounding them; ot the structure 


which first come under our vision and prac- 
tical experience; of the stones which liein 
our deily paths, or where grand m‘sxs 


mountains; of the composition of the 
earth, whose tillage ives support 
to the world, ‘and of the _ grains, 
vegetables and fruits which afford daily 
sustenance. Of the animated forms which 
are our life companions in earth and air 
and water. Nay, ignorant even of the 
structure of his own form, of the secrets of 
its life and action. The modern school pro- 
poses to cultivate the observative powers 
and matter in childhood, the knowledge of 
these objects and forces of nature which 
immediately environ us. 

The jecturer illustrated his theory and 
practice in the examination of his pupils, 
the children of hard working farmers, 
They were examined in geography, ele- 
mentary cheuiistry, spelling, reading, in 
writing, composition, grammar, and in 
placing the proper diacritic marks in the 
words.
